things. A home inclu des family life, 
p leasant 
env ironment, 
cleanliness, 
lov e and u nderstanding and 
abov e 
all, health. Little hap p iness i does 
one receiv e if he 
p ossesses 
p oor 
health, and one of a homemaker’s 
big aims is to make a comfortable, 
hap p y and healthfu l home for her 
family . 
In order to hav e a healthfu l home 
we mu st become consciou s of heat, 
v entilation, cleanliness 
in 
p erson, 
hou se and 
su rrou ndings, 
lighting, 
fu rnitu re arrangement, carefu l food 
p rep aration, water su p p ly and bath 
room sanitation. 
Ventilation is essential 
to 
good 
health, becau se fresh air and su n­ 
shine help to rid a hou se of bacter­ 
ia as well as it help s the indiv idu al, 
himself, and abov e all, it is neces­ 
sary to hav e p rop er v entilation in a 
j bedroom to 
insu re 
sou nd 
sleep . 
There is certainly a difference 
in 
v entilation and a draft or a gu st of 
wind blowing in the room. 
Cross 
v entilation is p referred. 
Personal cleanliness is 
an 
im­ 
p ortant factor in creating a health­ 
fu l home. We are carriers of bac­ 
teria, and the least one can do is to 
keep himself clean and help p rev ent 
disease as mu ch as -p ossible. 
Per­ 
sonal cleanliness inclu des p ersonal 
habits. We mu st av oid tou ching the 
hair, face, mou th, etc., du ring food 
p rep aration and serv ing. 
Of cou rse a clean hou se is essen­ 
tial to a healthfu l home, 
becau se 
there is no better p lace 
to 
-breed 
bacteria than in a filthy hou se, and 
certainly it wou ld be an u ndesirable 
p lace to liv e from the standp oint 
of hap p iness and health. The p oorest 
ty p e 
of 
hcu se can ke kep t clean 
and tidy with a relativ ely small bu t 
sy stematic p lan of work. The floors 
shou ld be kep t free from dirt and 
p olished frequ ently to giv e a clean 
as well as 
attractiv e 
ap p earance. 
Fu rnitu re shou ld be wip ed with 
a 
damp cloth and then p olished. The 
walls shou ld ibe swep t, and 
wood­ 
work shou ld be washed frequ ently . 
Cabinets and refrigerators mu st be 
cleaned often, and food shou ld be 
p laced in containers with lids. 
The ap p earance of a y ard u su ally 
determines how the inside of a hou se 
will look—so hou sekeep ers, let u s 


sp end some time on a general y ard 
and alley clean-u p . 
Carefu l lighting has mu ch to do 
with the conv enience and health of 
* 
a home. Ey estrain is so u nnecessary 
today with all of ou r modern light­ 
ing facilities. 
We mu st remember 
ou r ru le of hav ing light ov er 
the 
left shou lder while reading or writ­ 
ing, so that the light will fall 
on 
the work rather than on ou rselv es. 
Fu rnitu re 
arrangement, 
windows, 
and lighting equ ip ment shou ld work 
as a u nit to insu re p rop er light. 
Bathroom sanitation 
shou ld 
be 
kep t in mind. Each memlber of the 
family mu st hav e a sep arate towel 
and wash cloth, and the bathroom 
fix tu res shou ld be kep t clean 
and 
shining. 
Ou r water su p p ly shou ld be 
of 
constant concern to ev ery one, since 
contaminated water may be 
u sed 
withou t ev en realizing it. We 
are 
fortu nate to hav e an ex cellent water 
works sy stem in Hamlin, and we are 
assu red of a p u re water su p p ly , 'bu t 
all well or sp ring water mu st 
be 
constantly checked by

The common cold is

tem. The temp eratu re of a room

— More than 47 
per cent of all the people in the 
United States live in its 140 metro­

On April 1 there were in the 
netropolitan districts 62.965,773 per­ 
sons. 
This was a growth in ten 
rears of 5,462,908, or 9.3 per cent. 
There was an increase of 2,452,728, 
>r 6.1 per cent in the central cities, 
and of 2,910,180, or 16.9 per cent, 
lor the outside cities of these dis- 
iricts. 
The population within the central 
:ities was 42,796,170 and outside, 
!0,169.603. The latter numb er, which 
•epresents 
residents 
of 
adjacent 
;maller incorporated places and un- 
ncorporated areas, comprising 32 
?er cent of the total numb er of 
persons living in metropolitan dis- 
;ricts. 
The 
133 
metropolitan 
districts 
ihowed an increase of 4,740,887, or 
I.2 per cent, during the last ten 
/ears, as compared with a total 
population increase of 7.2 per cent 
'or the whole country. 
During the ten-year period there 
vas a 7.2 per cent increase in the 
population of the metropolitan dis- 
Tict, which includes New York and 
jortheastern New Jersey, where the 
aumb er of residents rose from 10,- 
101.494 in 1930 to a 1940 total of

Between 1930 and 1940 the popu-

NEW YORK.—The reading hab its, 
patterns and needs of men in the 
arm y are revealed in a survey in 
connection with the victory b pok 
drive, made b y the New York Times 
among 23 arm y camps, posts and 
air stations. 
In answer to a nine-part question­ 
naire, morale officers, recreation 
officers, chaplains and pub lic rela­ 
tions officers supplied detailed infor­ 
mation on reading , and particularly 
b ook reading in their camps. 
The survey Indicates that the role 
of b ooks in maintenance of morale 
and for recreation has b een consid­ 
ered of such importance that the 
morale b ranch of the arm y and the 
j service club s have estab lished li­ 
b raries of varying size at all camps. 
Army officials say that they have 
found that through b ooks men in 
the transition from civil to military 
life have b een ab le to retain old in­ 
terests and to train for new duties. 
Time for Reading . 
The amount of reading in the 
t 
arm y, as shown b y the survey, 
equals if it does not surpass the 
per capita reading of civilians. 
On the average, it was reported, 
20 of a group of 100 men could b e 
expected to read one b ook every two 


weeks. 
The camp officials replied that in 
almost every case the men had time, 
the necessary comfort and facilities 
to read enjoyab ly. 
It was reported that as in private 
life, most of the reading was recrea­ 
tional. 
Sixty-five per cent of the 
b ooks could b e classified, it was 
said, as having b een read for relax­ 
ation. 
Twenty-five of every 100 b ooks 
read in camps were found to b e 
educational or informative. 
Another officer, commenting on 
“improvement” 
b ooks, 
said 
that 
some applicab le training such as 
typing, were in demand. 
Lib rarians and morale officials 
expressed the b elief that “ it would 
take men tim e” to get used to seri­ 
ous reading in new conditions. 
Demand Sub ject Books. 
A general picture of fairly well- 
stocked shelves was given b y the 
camps. 
The morale b ranch had 
supplied 5,000 b ooks selected b y the 
lib rarians to all larger camps. News­ 
papers and periodicals were said to 
b e plentiful in company day rooms 
and at recreation centers. The wide­ 
spread reading of feature, picture 
and fiction magazines was said not 
to have b een b rought ab out b y a 
shortage of good b ooks. 
A need for additional b ooks of 
light fiction, detective novels, travel 
and adventure was reported and in 
some camps there are not enough 
text 
and 
technical 
b ooks 
to 
go 
a r o un d . 
Moral and political prob lem b ooks 
were said to b e in little demand. 
Books on actual war were report­ 
ed to have few readers. 
The survey showed that lib rary 
facilities 
and 
reading 
rooms 
at 
camps were b eing enlarged to pro­ 
vide b etter conditions, that more li­ 
b rarians, many coming from pub lic 
lib raries, were b eing added and that 
U.S.O. 
centers would provide li­ 
b raries as well as the camps.
